The constant 
suckng of the comfort forces the 
bones around the mouth into an ab- 
normal shape and destroys the nat- 
ural formation of tha, part. 

The pacifier may be and frequently 
is the means whereby diseage germs 
gain entrance into the child’s body. 
Tt is imposs ble to keep a comfort 
clean. No mother would think of us- 
ing the nipples on a feeding bottle

more than they need to be rocked tu 
sleep or wear long clothes. We have 
learned to let the baby go to sleep 
quietly by himself and to clothe him 
80 that he may kick and exercise.
